REPORTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR THE 
| , WEEK ENDING isth SEPTEMBER, 1887. ; 


GENERAL REMARKS.—The rainfall of the past week has been generally confined to Madras, 
Bombay, Bengal, the Central Provinces, Berar, and Burma. Elsewhere the rainfall has been 
" sparse and breaks have occurred. 

The sharif crops are generally doing well in aH parts of the country, and in the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh the harvest has begun- 

Operations in connection with the rad harvest are extending, and are now in progress in the 
North-Western Provinces and Uudh, the Punjab, the Central Provinces, aid Bombay. Sowings 
have commenced in the last named Presidency. 

The standing crops in Madras, Mysore and Coorg promise well. 

The rice crops in Bombay, the Central Provinces, and Bengal are thriving. In Assam how- 
ever more rain would be beneficial, and in Nepal a short crop is anticipated. 

Sugarcane prospects are satisfactory in Bengal and the North-Western Provinces and 
Oudgh. 

Cotton sowing is in progress in Bombay; in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh and 
the Central Provinces the crop has becn slightly damaged in places by excessive rain. 

Indigo is being cut in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. 

Severe drought has considerably checked the growth of tea in Cachar, 

The public health is fairly good in all Provinces.

Weather Review of India for the week ending the r4th Septem- 
- ber, 1887. | 3 


During the last few days of the preceding week, it will be remembered, a 
break in the rains obtained over a large part of India. This lasted into the 
beginning of the week under review, during which time fine weather was reported 
over nearly the whole of Northern India with a rising temperature and low 
humidity. 


On the 8th a feeble monsoon current was blowing on the Bombay Coast, 
and the rainfall due to it was almost entirely confined to the West Coast districts, 
only slight showers falling in the Central Provinces, and none in Central India 
or Rajputana. On the goth there were some signs of a change of weather; the 
winds had increased a little on the West Coast, and the rainfall became heavier, 
On the roth this change further developed, and a strong monsoon was blowing 
across the Bombay and Guzerat Coasts. These strong winds penetrated to a 
considerable distance inland, so that, while general and heavy rain was reported in 
the West Coast districts, the Central Provinces received moderate amounts. At 
Bombay 10 inches, and at Ratnagiri 4 inches of rain fell. The report of the 11th 
showed that a strong monsoon current continued all along the West Coast from 
Colombo to Kurrachee, and that, in the Berars and the Central Provinces, the 
winds were rising. .The area of rainfall was the same as on the preceding day, 
but the amounts on the West Coast were lighter. On the 12th conditions: were 
unaltered, except that heavy rain had extended to the Deccan; Sholapur and 
Secunderabad receiving about 3 inches. On the 13th the strength of the current 
crossing the West Coast had somewhat diminished, and the rainfall in the Coast 
districts at the same time decreased, but over the Central Provinces and Central 
India, owing to the indraught towards a depression lying near Seoni, the rainfall 
was general and moderately heavy. The chart of the 14th showed no change in 
the winds. The West Coast districts reported slight unimportant showers, but 
the rainfall of the Central parts of the country continued moderately heavy. 


In the Bay of Bengal the weather has been much more unsettled than dur- 
ing the previous week. On the 8th feeble unsteady winds prevailed at the head 
of the Bay and light variable breezes inland. In consequence the rainfall was 
exceedingly slight, the only important falls being reported from Burmah, These 
feeble and irregular winds continued during the 9th, when hardly any rain fell in 
Bengal and only moderate showers in Burmah. On the toth a well marked 
depression was shown over the head of the Bay and in Lower Bengal, where the 
barometer was also falling fast. This distribution of pressure occasioned nor- 
therly winds over a large part of Western and Lower Bengal, but gave a fairly 

ood monsoon current to Burmah. A few unimportant showers fell in Lower 
Bengal and general moderate rain in Burmah. ‘The report of the 11th showed a 
slight development of the cyclonic disturbance at the head of the Bey and a fairly 
good monsoon current swept over the east of the Bay and travelled inland over the 
greater part of Bengal. Moderate general rain accompanied this change. On the 
12th the depression had advanced westward towards the Central Provinces, and 
ordinary monsoon weather prevailed over the Bay and Bengal. On the 13th the 
same favourable conditions continued, but on the 14th the wind became unsteady 

gain at the head of the Bay, and the rainfall became less general, though Saugor 
Tsland received a heavy fall. In-Burmah heavy rain was experienced generally, 
_ particularly on the Coast. 

-_In Upper India the greater part of the week has been occupied by a decided 
break in ee talks. On Sie mhchore was no rain; on the gth and roth slight 
showers fell in the Indus Valley, but no rain in any other part of Upper 

India. On the 11th the fine weather continued, but on the 12th the monsoon 
- current from the Bay of Bengal penetrated into the Upper Provinces and rain 
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felt all over the North-Western Provinces and at Peshawar. On the 13th and 
14th similar conditions prevailed. | ~ 

The table of seasonal rainfall shows very clearly the effect of the week’s 
break in Northern India and of the week’s heavy rain over the Central Provinces. 
At Calcutta, Dhubri, Purneah, and Gya the deficiency is larger than it was at the 
close of the previous week. At Allahabad the excess then reported has almost and 
at Meerut wholly disappeared ; while at Delhi and Lahore the excess is much slighter 
than it was on the 7th. At Peshawar and Cochin the deficiency has increased 
during the past seven days, while at Ratnagiri, Bombay, Poona, and Nagpur the - 
excess has increased. On the whole the rainfall has so far been deficiént in 
Burmah and Northern India, except parts of the North-Western Provinces and the 
Punjab, and excessive over the greater part of Central and Southern India :

The Government of India concurs with the general opinion expressed in 
the replies which have been received that no material alteration should be 
niade in the preparation of the Land Revenue Administration and Forest Admin- 
istration Reports ; and that these should continue, as at present, to be annually 
submitted. 


a. Report of the Department of Land Records and Agriculture.— 
The annual publication in every Province of the Report of the Department of 
Land Records and Agriculture in the form prescribed in Circular Resolution 
No. 354A, dated the 28th April 1884, is, in the opinion of His Excellency in 
Council, essential for the purpose of indicating the progress which may be 
annually made by the Department of Land Records and Agriculture in connec- 
tion with the measures adopted in pursuance of the recommendation of the 
Famine Commissioners in each portion of the Empire. The report consists 
of,two main divisions—Land Records and Agriculture—and is designed to show 
the executive work of the Department, not to comprise discussions on 
administrative measures, or to contain any description or summary of the 
economic or agricultural circumstances of the season. The Local Government 
may, however, require information of this kind to be submitted by the Depart- 
ment to the Chief Revenue authorities of the Province, for utilization in preparing 
the Land Revenue Administration Report, and may prefer that for that purpose it 
should be included in the land record section of the Departmental Report, rather 
than be submitted by independent communication. There will be no objection 
to this course. But there seems to be no reason why statistical statements 
concerning crops, irrigation, tenures, &c., should find a place in the Report of 
the Department as well as in the Annual Land Revenue Administration Report, 
to which latter they should, in the opinion of His Excellency in Council, be con- 
fined. The Agricultural section of the Departmental report should be restricted 
to an account of the executive operations of the Departmental officers, and to a 
brief description of, or reference to, any results of special. interest which may have 
been obtained during the preceding twelve months, whether in farms, gardens, 
Government estates, or otherwise, but should avoid lengthy discussions on 
agricultural subjects and need not contain any detailed examination of the work- 
ing of gardens, farms, or other agricultural institutions, which should be dealt 
with in the Department by orders on the annual reports. In accordance with the 
above remarks, His Excellency in Council is of opinion that no other review of 
the Annual Report of the Director of the Department of Land Records and 
Agriculture than that which may be included in the review by the Local ‘Govern- 
ment of the Land Revenue Administration Report is necessary; and that it 
will suffice if a copy of the Report, together with any orders which may be passed 
thereon, is submitted for the information of the Government of India. 


4. Report on Court of Wards and other estates administered by Govern: 
ment.—Much importance is attached by Her Majesty's Secretary of State, 
as well as by His Excellency in Council, to the manner in which estates — 
under Government management are administered, and to the use made of the 
opportunities afforded by them for ascertaining the economic condition of 
the agricultural population. Reports on such estates should, in the opinion of 
the Government of India, continue to be annually prepared. These and not the 
reports of the Department of Land Records and Agriculture should contain an 
account of any agricultural improvements that may have been introduced.

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5. Annual Reports on Horticultural and Botanical Gardens—These may, __ 
as already indicated, be dealt with departmentally, and need not, in the opinion  __ 
of the Government of India, be reviewed at length by any higher authority than 
the Director of the Department of Land Records and Agriculture, or other 












controlling officer, but should be forwarded to the Government of India foe if 
information, with a copy of any orders that may have been passed on. them 
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6. Reports on Experimental Farms ate divided into two sections—Sta- 
tistical and Administrative—the former are issued yearly, or half yearly, and should, 
under existing orders, be distributed by Departments of Land Records and Agri- 
culture direct to the Government of India, other provinces, and Agricultura] insti- . 
tutions. They should continue to be prepared, but require no review or orders 
by the Local Government. The complete reports, including the Administra- 
tive section, will be dealt with in the same manner as reports on gardens. 


9. dnternal Trade Statistics.—The quarterly and annual returns are, under 
existing orders, distributed and briefly reviewed by the Department of Land 
Records and Agriculture, or by such other mpi as may be responsible for 
them. In future the annual report on Internal trade may, in the opinion of His 
Excellency in Council, be dealt with in the same manner as reports on sea-borne 
trade; and no further review will be required from Local Governments and 
Administrations. 


8. Reports on Colonial and Inland Emigration should be retained in 
their present form.

_ Weather Review of India for the week ending the 21st Septem- 
ber, 1887. 


During the week under review the weather, over the greater part of India, 
has been 7 the normal monsoon type, though, except nm some districts, the 
resulting rainfall has been generally moderate or slight. There has existed much 
ascensional movement over a large portion of the Central parts of the country. 
Into this region (the North-Western Provinces, the south-east of the Punjab, the 
Central Provinces, and Central India), both branches of the monsoon poured, and, 
as a consequence, constant rain was experienced. 


On the 15th a strong monsoon current was blowing across the Bombay 
Coast into the Berars and the western districts of the Detteal Provinces and 
Central India. This wind gave little or no rain to the Coast districts, but the 
Central parts of the country and Eastern Rajputana received fairly heavy showers. 
Similar conditions continued on the 16th and 17th, but after the latter date the 
force of the wind decreased on the Bombay Coast, and, while slight showers still 
fell on the 18th at several of the central stations, the day was almost rainless 
over Bombay, the Berars, the Deccan, and Southern India. Conditions were 
unchanged on the 19th, when hardly any rain fell in Bombay, the Central 
Provinces, or Central India. 


On the 20th the force of the western branch of the monsoon was still 
steadily decreasing, and the only rainfalls due to it were a few slight showers on 
the Malabar Coast. On the 21st similar quiet conditions prevailed in the west. 


On the Bengal side the weather has been much more unsettled. .On the 
15th a:'small cyclonic whirl was forming at the head of the Bay. As a conse 
quence the wind was light and irregular in Lower Bengal, and a large part of the 
monsoon current was deflected towards Burma, East Bengal, and Assam, over 
which regions the greater part of the rain fell, On the 16th the Chart showed that 
the small cyclonic whirl had advanced across Orissa and Chutia Nagpur into the 
orth jof the Central Provinces. Its removal from the head of the Bay permitted 
of the extension of the monsoon current over Bengal and up the Gangetic plain 
anto Upper India. Hence the rainfall area became considerably larger, moderate 
falls being reported from Burma, Bengal, Behar, and heavy falls from parts of the 
North-Western Provinces. On the next day the force of the current crossing the 
Bengal Coast had decreased, but the monsoon still penetrated inland as far as 
the south-east of the Punjab, and gave rain to the whole of the Gangetic plain. 
On the 18th there was very little change. Onthe 19th, owing to some local disturb- 
ance, the entry of the Bay monsoon into Upper India was again interrupted, and 
most of the rainfall connected with current occurred in Burma, Arakan, and Assam. 
On the 20th the winds at the head of the Bay again increased in force, and general 
rain fell over Burma, Bengal, and Assam. On the 21st the winds over Bengal 
were irregular, with a slight cyclonic tendency, This resulted in a good deal of 
ascensional movement, and, as a consequence, in fairly general rain, 


In Upper India the week has been one of almost continuous wet weather. 
The 15th was fine generally, but on the 16th, with the passage westward:of the — 
disturbance from the Bay of Bengal, the weather became overcast, and humidity 
rose all over Upper India, while rain fell on the plains as far north as Bareilly 
and on the hills as far north as Simla. On the 17th, thouge the cyclonic whirl 
had disappeared, low pressures were shown all over the entral Proyinges, the 
North-Western Provinces,’ and the Punjab, and towards this region the two 
branches of the monsoon converged, occasioning steady and continuous rain. 
On the 18th a slight local whirl was developed within the auge low pressure 
area over North-Western India. This aatursepee appar oie ee 
Simla and Chakrata, and hence the rainfall over this portion of the North-Wes 
pune and Fs yr igs 2 plains was particularly heavy. On the roth 
alla reported 8} inches of rain, and all the stations in this neighbourhood 









On the 2oth the barometer rose briskly in the Punjab, 
and during t rs ‘and the following day the weather considerably improved. — 
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The table of the seasonal rainfall shows that, on the whole, the agiiebae. of 
1887 has been fairly satisfactory.

Bengal there is a slight, and in North Bengal and Assam a moderate deficiency. 
Behar and the east of the North-Western Provinces show very little depar- 
ture from the average, while the west of the North-Western Provinces and the 
greater part of the Punjab have received abundant rains. At Peshawar, however, 
the total rainfall since June has been only a_ little more than half the normal. 
On the Malabar Coast the rains have so far been short, but on the Bombay Coast 
and over the Central parts of the country they have been heavier than the 
average—in some cases considerably so : +

| Weather Review of India for the week ending the 28th Septem- 
ber, 1887. 


During the past week the weather has been very quiet generally, and the 
rains appear to have practically ended over the greater part of India. But, 
though the rains appear to have ceased, this phenomenon has not, up to the present 
time, been accompanied with those changes in pressure and wind with which the 
cessation of the rains is usually associated, In ordinary years as the rains cease 
the barometer rises briskly in Northern India, while it falls slowly in the South. 
Hence very uniform pressures become established, and variable winds take the 
place of the steady monsoon current which has previously prevailed. These variable 
winds are composed of the last breezes of the moist summer monsoon and of the 
first breezes of the dry winter monsoon, and the mixture of these two currents 
apparently generates the thunderstorms and showers which, in normal years, 
mark the cessaticn of the rains. In the present year this uniformity of pressure 
has not been developed, and the barometric distribution at the present time 
approximating more closely to that of the end of August than that of the end of 
September. Hence, though the rains seem to have ceased, the change has been 
unaccompanied by the usual concomitant phenomena, and a return of slight 
rainfall seems by no means impossible. 


In the west light and rather variable winds prevailed on the 22nd, and the 
only rainfall recorded was a few slight showers on the West Coast and in the 
Carnatic. On the 23rd the wind remained light on the West Coast, but, though 
light, the current-from the Arabian Sea was steadily extending and was — 
spreading across the Peninsula into Bengal. The only rainfall connected 
with this current was a very light shower at Bellary, On the 24th westerly 
and north-westerly winds prevailed right down the West Coast and across 
the Peninsula, and the weather was everywhere fine. The Chart of the 
25th showed no change in the wind direction, but slightly more rain fell 
than on the preceding day, though only as light local showers. Over the 
reater part of Western India, conditions were unaltered on the 26th, but in 
Sind the wind had backed, and a fresh south-westerly breeze was blowing across 
the Coast. The Chart of the 27th showed that the south-westerly a in Sind 
still held, and also that the north-westerly wind over the Peninsula had given 
aoe to several stations in that region, On the 28th there was practically no 
change. 


In Bengal conditions have been less quiet. On the 22nd a feeble depression 

_ was shown over the head of the Bay. This occasioned a slight cyclonic 
circulation of the wind over Bengal and the North of the Bay, and gave a good 
deal of rain to Burma and South Bengal. The Chart of the 23rd showed no 
change in the ‘position of the Bengal storm, which still occasioned a feeble 
cyclonic circulation of the winds and a good deal of precipitation over that

region. On the 24th the storm had somewhat intensified, so that the cyclonic 
circulation of the winds and the rainfall were both more marked than on the 
preceding day. The next day showed that a brisk barometric rise had occurred 

within the storm area, and that the depression had almost disappeared. With 
__ the breaking up of this depression, the weather improved.. The westerly wind 
_ from Central and Upper India spread into Bengal, and from the 26th to the 28th 
fairly fine weather prevailed all over this part of India. In Upper India the 
weather has been fine throughout. On the 22nd thunderstorms gave moderate 
rain to a few places in the Punjab, but after that date there was no rain 
am ubmmUce str!

OpsERVATIONS.—As compared with the corresponding quarter of the previ- 
ous year, the number of accidents to trains, rolling-stock, permanent-way, &c., 
shows an increase of 38 or 7°12 per cent., against an increase of 812 or 6°66 

cent, in the mean mileage open, and of 138,273 or 1:19 cent. in the train 
ileage of all descriptions. The above comparison excludes the figures of the 
Thaton-Duyinzaik and Dibru-Sadiya Railways for the corresponding quarter of 
1886, as the returns for these lines were received too late for incorporation in the

12. The accidents from “ Trains running over cattle on the line” also 
shows an increase, the number having risen from 197 to 210. On the East 
Indian Railway there were 16 such accidents against 9 previously recorded, and 
on the Southern Mahratta, Dacca and Madras Railways the numbers are, 
respectively, 19, 15 and 26 against 6, 5 and 18. On the Rajputana-Malwa, 
North-Western, Eastern Bengal, and Northern Bengal Railways the numbers 
have decreased by 11, 15, 9 and 4 respectively. 


13. Under “Failure of couplings” the number rose from 80 to 45, due 
chiefly to the number of cases on the Rajputana-Malwa aud Dibru-Sadiya 
Railways having increased from 6 and nid to 12 and 18 respectively. 


14. Out of 49 cases of “ Fire in trains,” 18 occurred on the Madras Rail- 
way and 14 on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, and out of 83 cases of 
accidents, classed as “Other accidents,” 17 occurred on the Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Railway.

Jt will much conduce to brevity and conciseness if a report he 
prepared while the facts and figures to which it relates are still fresh in the 
snind of the writer, It need scarcely be added that the value and interest of 
areport are enhanced if it be published while the facts recorded in it are of 
recent occurrence. . 


If bas hitherto been the practice of the Home Department to review the 
various Provincial Jail Reports separately, and to convey to each of the Govern. 
ments in a separate letter the observations of the Governor-General in Council 
on the results of the year’s administration. It was not always possible under 
this arrangement to compare the Jail administration of one province with that 
of another, and herein there was a forfeiture of the advantage resulting 
from a comparison of experience gained in many provinees and under varying 
circumstances. It has, therefore, been decided to review all the Provincial Jail 
Reports, together, and thus make the most of the lessons which Provincial expe- 
rience teaches. To this decision effect has been given in the present Resolution. 


2. The number of jails for the accommodation of prisoners in British 
India, including Jock-ups, in 1886, was 745: the only difference between 
that year and 1885 in this respect being thit the number of district 
jails was decreased by three and that of lock-ups by six. At the end of 1885, 
there were 75,133 prisoners of all classes in the jails, of whom 68,647 were 
convicts (66,019 males and 2,628 females). The number of prisoners (convicts, 
under-trial and civil prisoners) received during tle year 1886 was 364,934, of 
whom 150,108 (140,843 males and 9,265 females) were received after frial and 
conviction. The admissions during the year of prisoners of all kinds were 
18,969 in excess of those for 1885 ; while the convicts admifted in 1886 exceeded 
those admitted in 1885 by 6,634. The increase in the number of convicts admit- 
te) was distributed thus : 160 in Bombay ; 3,395 in the North-Western Provinces. 
and Oudh; 2,490 in the Punjab; 1,514 in the Central Provinces; 1,376 in 
Burma; 391 in Assam; and 4 in Coorg. In Madras the number of convicts 
admitted in 1886 was less than in the preceding year by 1,668; in Bengal there: 
was a decreise of 855; and in the Hyderabad Assigned Districts, of 178. The 
increase in the number of convicts in the jails of Burma was the result of the. 
disturbances in that province; while the same cause also accounts for 
a portion of the increase in Indian jails, to which 1,261 Burmese convicts 
were transported during the year. Apart from this source of increment the 
increases in admissions shewn by other provinces are in the main attributed 
to crime due to the rise in the price of food-grains, the result of a not 
altogether prosperous season; and this explanation tallies with the charavter 
of the sentences imposed by the Courts. Of the 6,634 convicts whoentered the’ 
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jails in 1886 in excess of those admitted in 1885, no less thin 5,139 were under 
sentence of terms of imprisonment varying from one month to a year. 


3. The daily average of prisoners in the jails was 75,978 as eompared 
with 74,035 in 1885. Of the total number of inmates, viz., 440,090, 863,353 
obtained their discharge during the year, and the balance in jail on 31st Decem- 
ber 1886 was 76,737 as compared with 75,183 at the clese of 1555. The num- 
ber of convicts unreleased at the end of 1885 and 1886 was 68,647 (66,019 
males and 2,628 females), and 70,592 (68,117 males and 2,475 females) respec- 
lively. 

4. The statistics regarding the nationality and religion of the convicts ad- 
mitted into jail during the year are contained in Statement 2 appended to this 
Resolution. The number of European convicts increased from 606 to 899, and of 
Furasians from 190 to 219. These, together with 1,061 natives, are recorded as 
being members of the Christian religion. The number of Muhamniadan convicts 
rose from 37,345 to 39,665 ; of Hindus and Sikhs, from 88,611 to 90,748 ; and 
of Buddhists and Jains from 11,425 to 12.867, ‘The figures relating to the two 
latter classes are, however, inaccurate, owing to the Inspector-General of Jails 
in Madras having entered as THindus all the convicts received into,the Madras 
jails from Burma. Contrasting the above figures with the census statistics of 
population according to creed, the following results, indicative of the extent 
to which cach class contributed to the jail population, have been calculated :—

5. There was a satisfactory decline in the number of juvenile offenders, 
from 2,145 to 2,207; and the proportion borne by convicts whose age did not 
excee] 16 to the total number of convicts admitted was 15. The decrense was 
most noticeable in Madras and Bengal. Although it was only in the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh and the Central Provinces that there was any 
considerable inerease, the returns sug¢gest the inference that suflicient discrimin- 
ation is not always exercised by Magistrates in the infliction of punishments 
on juvenile offenders; and that a sentence of imprisonment has frequently been 
awarded when a whipping would have been a more suitable punishment. 
The attention of all Local Governments and Administrations is invited to the 
desirability of saving juvenile offenders from the contaminating influences of 
jail life, whenever they can be adequately and properly punished without send- 
ing them to jail. When asentence of imprisonment on a juvenile offender is 
unavoidable, he should, if possible, be sent to a reformatory for confinement. 
A reformatory was established in Madras shortly after the close of the year 
under report; and such institutions now exist in all the larger provinces 
except the North-Western Provinces and Oudh and the Punjab. The difficulties 
in the way of providing the necessary funds have hitherto interfered with their 
establishment in those provinees; but it is understood that the subject 
is at present receiving the attention of the Local Governments. Convicts whose 
age varied from 16 to 40 increas:d in number from 116,138 to 121,355; and 
those between 40 and GO from 22,676 to 24,088. There were 2,458 admissions o 
persons over 60 years of age as compared with 2,215 in 1885. | 


6. Coming to the previous occupation of convicts, it will be observed that 
there was scarcely any variation from the figures for 1885 in the number of 

ersons convicted who were either in the service of Government, of public 
foilien or persons engaged iu professions, service, commerce and trade, or mis- 
cellaneous employment, ‘here was, however, an increase of 5,528 in the number 
of prisoners belonging to the agricultural classes; and of 654 in prisoners 
belonging to the artizan classes. This result is what might have been expected 
from the character of the season. In Bengal, the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh, and the Punjab, the agricultural classes furnish nbout 60 per cent, 
of the total number of prisoners ; but the proportion falls to about 50 per cent. 
jin Bombay and to still less in Madras. In the latter province, prisoners classed 
as ‘‘ Miscellaneous’ are proportionately far more numerous than elsewhere ; 
and the inference suggested is that possibly the classification in the Madras 


jails is susceptible of improvement. 
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The figures present no striking features as regards female prisoners except 
that in Madras the proportion of female to male griminals is greater than in 
any other provinee., For all India females formed 617 per cent. of the total 
admissions.

The number of sentences of imprisonment not exceeding a year showed a very 
considerable increase ; bit the ratio of sentences of less than-a year to the total 
number of sentences shows very little alteration. And this facet seems to 
afford indication, as far as jail statistics can be relied on, that there was no 
exacerbation in the character of the erime which oecurre:l in the latter as 
‘compared with the former year. More than’$7 per cent. of the whole number 
of sentences were for terms of imprisoument not exceeding one year. | 

58 At the end of 1555 there were 2,279 persons under transportation for 
life in the jails in India, and 1,43) under sentence for a term of years. As 
shown, the niunber sentenced to transportation for life in L886 was 1,631; 
and the number sentenced fo a term of transportation, 967. Of these numbers, 
912 and 659, respectively, were Burmese. ‘The number actually transported to 
the Andimans was about 1,631 as compared with 958 in 1885; and there 
remained on 31st December 1886 in Indian Jails : (1) under sentence of transpor- 
tation for life, 2,969 ; (2) undor transportation for u term of years, 1,534. The new. 
rules reguiuing the selection of convicts for removal to the Andamans resulted 
iv a consiterable clearance of Indian convicts under sentence of transportation 
from Indian jails; but this result was neutralised by the importation into. 
Indian jails of convicts from Burma wunder sentence of transportation. The 
convicts in Indian jails under sentences of transportation at the close of the 
year were thus distributed :—Madras, 788; Bombay, 781; Bengal, 684; North- 
Western Provinees and Oudh, 1,104; the Punjab,'503 ; and Burma, 681. The 
number of male convicts sentenced to death was exactly the same—445 both 
in 1885 and 1886; while the number of females inercased in the latter 
year from 15 to 18. But forthe increase from 35 to 105 in Burma there would: 
have been a material decline common to all the larger provinces in these figures 
for 1883. On 31st December 1886, there were 109 male and 6 female convicts. 
in the jails under sentence of death. 

9. Of the convicts admitted into jail during the year, 11,661 had been 
previously convicted onco, 3,375 twice, and 2,567 moro than twice. ‘ The total 
number of reconvicted prisoners was 17,593, which is slightly in excess of the 
figures for 1885; but the percentage of reconvicted prisoners to the total num- 
ber of convicts was slightly less (11°72) in the year under review than ‘in the: 
previous year (12°04). This ratio was oxceeded in the Hyderabad Assigned

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the‘ better identification of convicts who had been previously convicted were

The rules were issued so shortly before the close of the year now under review 
that the effect of their operation is aot observable in the figures now before: 
the Governmént of India. The Governor-General in Council trusts, however 

that the statistics for the current year will bear satisfactory evidence of their 
beneficial effect in practice. 

10. Slalement No. 13.—There were 14,459 convicts who were able to read 
or write a little, and 4,778 who were able to read and write well. The daily 
average number under instruction im jail was 3,715°68, and 5,549 convicts were 
released during the year who had been under instruction in jail: of this number, 
4,155 had been unable to read and write when they entered jai, 1,040 had Leen 
able to read and write a little, and 854 had been able to read and write well. 

ii. Statement No. 6 deals with the employment of the convicts while in 
jail. During the year under report the regulations in force respecting the 
employment of convicts were modified by the issue of Resolution No. 10-605— 
618, dated 7th May 1886. The employment of large concentrated bodies 
of convicts on public works is now to be carricd into effect whenever it is 
feasible, while well-regulated intramural industrial employments ave permitted 
on a large scale, provided they do not interfere with the operations of private 
enterprise in the locality save in the case of spacial industrics, such as carpet- 
making. ‘The direction of such employments, must, however, be determined by 
the requirements of the consuming departments of the Government. The 
employment of small gangs of convicts on station roads and the hiring out of 
convicts to municipalities is now torbidden except in Burma and Assam. By 
these arrangements it is hoped that Government will be able to utilise the 
labour which it has at its command in supplying to some extent and in a more 
economical manner thin at present the articles for which it is itself in need ; 
while at the same time the employment cf the convicts will be rendered more 
punitive anil reformatory in its effects. 

12. During the year 1856 the average number of convicts under sentence 
of labour on working days was 65,810; the corresponding figure in 1885 having 
been 64,394. In Bengal, Assam and Bombay.there were slightly fewer con- 
victs available for labour; in the remiining provinces the nunrber increased, 
chiefly in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh (by 850) and Burma 
(by 506). By far the largest averages of convicts under sentence of labour on 
working days were in the jails of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh 
(18,119) and Bengal (13,539). The Punjab came next with 9,829. 

‘The average daily number of convicts sentenced to labour who were sick 
was 2,819 compared with 2,391 in 1883; and the average number of convales- 
cent and infirm was 2,925 as compared with 2,753. There were thus on the 
average (0,566 prisoners available for labour as compared with 59,250 in 1885. 
The average number of convicts employed on working days with the labour in 
which they were employed is thus shown below for the two years :—

<ferst fora portion only of the year to which these figures relate; and the 
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arrangements under which the public consuming departments, will receive their 
supplies of certain articles from the jails have not as yet been matured. In theze. 
circumstances the Governor-General in Council flocs not consider it necessary 
to closely examine these statistics. It will be: observed, however, that the 
number of convicts employed as prison officers rose from 3,184 to 3,433, or to 
5°21 per cent. of the daily average of convicts sentenced to Labour, as cbmpared 
with 4°94 per cent. in 1885. Excluding Coorg, the percentag? of convicts thus 
employe was highest in Madras (9°84) and lowest in the Punjab (2). In the 
latter province proposals for extending the system have bean held in abeyance 
pending the result of a special enquiry recently undertaken at the wish of the 
Government of India into the manner in which the system of emp'oying convicts 
as officers in jails has been working in practice. The results of this inquiry are 
now before the Government of India. At the Jail Conference in 1877, one of 
the members, Dr. Henderson, raised the following objections to the emp!oyment 
of convicts in enforcing discipline : (1) that tho system places the convict in a 
false position, inasmuch as if he permits a prisoner to escape, he cannot be 
punished ; (2) that it tends to degrade the jail service to the level of convicts 
and to demoralise its members; and (3) tht it implies a contract between the 
Government and a convict, which should not be deeme:l to exist. The majority 
of the Conference were unable to acecpt Dr. Llenderson’s views, and recom- 
mendel the employment of convicts as prison wariers, both because they bela 
that the system had a great reformatory value in teaching respect and self- 
control, and also on the lower but important ground of financial necessity. The 
Government of India satisfied of the soundness of the view held by the majority 
gave effect to it; and has since had no sufficient reason to repent having 
done so. Indeed the special reports which have been ealled for by the Govern- 
ment of India from Local Governments and Administrations ave universally 
favourable to the maintenance of ths present system. An objection-has re- 
cently been taken to the system, on the ground that the arguments which have 
in England prevailed against it are founded on the facts of humoin mature, and 
must therefore be applicable to India; and that it affords a means of intercom. 
munication most favourable to corruption, demoralisation and the spread of 
crime. It may be admitted that the system is open to obicetion in theory, but, 
under the peculiar cireninstances of Tndian jails, if works suceessfully in 
practice. The reasons why if does work well in practice ave clearly indicated 
by the statistics appended to this Resolution. These statisties as well as the 
figures examined in paragraph 7 above, demonstrate that the general 
eharacter of the jail population in India differs from that of the popalation of 
the jails of the United Kingdom in the important respect of the comp.rrative 
absence from Indien jails of professional criminals. he vast majority of 
prisoncrs in Indian jails not being professional criminals are free from the vices 
of the habitual offender; and they are not permanently degraded, beeause for 
some petty offence they happen to have fallen within the Magistrate’s jurisdic. 
tion. ‘This makes an important difference in the method that should be adopt- 
ed of treating prisoners in India as compared with the United Kingdom. It 
is, again, impossible, both on sanitary and financial grounds, even if it were on 
other grounds desirable to adopt the cellular system in India; and this faet not 
only renders necessary a much larger staff than is required in England, but 
also introduces a set of considerations miterially different from those on. which. 
the arguinent against. the employment of prisoners as warders is based. 
Again, it is to be remembered that the continucus nature of the work and the 
severity of the discipline which has to be maintained among free warders are 
peculiarly distasteful to-Natives of India, and this fact, coup!ed with the im- 
portant circumstance that the Government of Indiv cannot atford to offer 
exceptional rates of pay, renders the jail service unattractive. On the other hand, 
the rules under which the convict officers ave selected preclude the appoint- 
ment of degraded criminals and prescribe a high standard of past conduct 
in jail; while they hold out strong indacements to future good conduct in the 
special rewards which under the mark system can be obtained by warders for 
the proper performance of their work. The Governor-General in Coungil has, 
therefore, after a very careful reconsideration of the arguments advanced both 
for and against the present system, come to the. conclusion that its mainten- 
ance, as a gencral rule, is imperatively called for on administrative ‘as. well ins 
on financial grounds. If in any ventral jail where habitual criminals .ape 
assembled it be found B hemi to enforce the cellular system there indeed the
